Included in tlio budget of advices ve- 
coived by the steamer Tacoina from 
Cliiua is the story told by the Seoul coj- 
rcspoiidont of tlio North China Dally 
-News of how tlie Korean lioxers bad 
planned to massucro and drive foreiKiicrs 
from Korea. Tiie corn^spondent says 
lliere is no question now tnat an oimIci' 
was sent secretly n iiioiuli or sd nt;i) to 
every i)n'feet, cuniiuMMdinf; him to lie^'in 
tlie ta.'sk of lioiise-cloiuiin;; on tlie lolTi of 
tile lOtli moon (IJeceniber til. 'I'licy 
were to destroy any natives who bad 
been associjteil witli Westerners or 
.lapaiies"; and, foilowint; the exaiiiple 
of (^liiiia, were to clean out tlie foreign 
siMtlements. The order was signed by 
Kim Yoii^'-cliuii. ^^'heM tlic attention of 
the foreign olllce was called to tliis by 
the foreign representatives the office re- 
plied that it liad found the same plot, 
and -was working to lind those who Had 
instigated it. The Emperor expresses 
ignorance of it, and the signer of the 
proclamations denies authorsitin; but for 
all this, the correspondent afleges that 
the plot was a bono fide one, and sug- 
gests that stronger Japanese garrisons 
be asked for nt Seoul. 

The lloiigkon;; I'ress gives news of a 
burglary at tlie United States consulate 
in tliat city in December. 1'he consulate 
and residence of Consiil-Ueneral Wild- 
man was broken into, and jewellery, 
curios and trinkets carried away. No 
papers were taken, as far as coUM bo 
learned. The consul and wife liad given 
n dinner party on the night of the burg- 
lary, and had retired in the early morn- 
ing, leaving overytliing in order, ^'ext 
morning the consul found everything in 
confusion, and a broken drawing-room 
window showed how the burglars had 
come in. No clue was found i:o the 
depredators. 

,V Canton correspondent of the Hong- 
kong Telegrapli tells of how the French 
are demaiiiling a concession for protect- 
ing that eUv during the recent troubles. 
Wlien troubles begun to multiply aTTDut 
Canton, says the correspondent, there 
wore rumors that the French would land 
troops to control the city and prevent an 
uprising of the Triads and other secret 
societies; and the viceroy, fearing that 
when once landed the troops would be 
hard to get rid of on these conditiciiB, 
eonceived the Idea of preventing tliem 
taking matters into their own hands. He 
invited them to preserve order. The 
French readily concsontcd, and many 
punboats wont" to Canton. Things went 
well for a time, and tlie viceroy con- 
gratulated biinself on his plan. No 
troops -were landed, but when the rebels 
fought at Tung Kuii and Shan Tak. the 
presence of the gunboats hail a nuieting 
elTeet on tlie peoiile. The Krencb, 
though, were lud doing this work for 
notliing, as the viceroy imagined. As a 
first instalment of -wages tliey are de- 
manding a new concession. Shamcen is 
tlio small fur them. Nor is this all. The 
.lapanese, tlfyiking this a favorable tune, 
and encouraged by tlie French demand, 
have also asked for a concession. !uul 
the (iermans are ready to put in a claim 
Thus Canton will pr.y dearly for the pro 
teetion of the warships. 

While the -Vmerican transport Atnen 
ian formerly of the C. P. B. service, 
was lying at Taku. reports the China 
Cazette, Mr. Davidson, her tliird ollicer 
came to his death in im extraordinary 
manner. He was walking up and down 
the deck, chewing a small .lapanese 
toothpick, and something occurred 
cause him to laugh and swallow the 
lootnplOK. At nrst tae incment was 
deemed to bo more or less of a jocular 
character, and until the victim began to 
show signs of severe distress, was not 
treated seriously. The ship's doctor was 
then called, and he at oiuv sent ashore 
for further medical assistance. Hie 
toothpick (!ased down through the unfor- 
tunate man's throat and into the stom- 
Mcb .Mmost immediately iatlammation 
set in, and despite all attention Mr. 
Davidson ilied friuii peritonitis. 

'I'he Canton curri'spondoiit of the 
Hongkong I'n-ss writes that there is a 
reiiort lliere that Sun Tat Sen, leader of 
the southern rehellion. has written the 
vieerov, olteriiig to surrender if given 
privileges of ei'lizenship. The viceroy 
replied that before his offer of surrender 
could be considered he niusl bring evi- 
dences of repentage. The correspondent 
savs thai the viceroy menus that he mnst 
bring in the heads of Kang Yu Wei and 
Liang Ki Chew.

BIG BATTLESHIPS. 

Two Decided: on^ by Admiralty Will 
Dwarf Anytldng Afloat. 

London, Jan. 5. — The British Adtnir- 

alty has decided to build t\v ) Iiattleships 
wliieli are intiMided tu be the largest in 
the \viirld. The distinction of having 
the largest warships has hitherto he o 
held by Italy, with the Lepanto and her 
sister ship, the Italia. 

Great IJritain's two projected large 
warships, to be respectively named the 
Queen and the I'riiice of W.ales, will bo 
2.0(10 tons heavier than the Italian ships, 
rea(diing llu' eiioriiinus ilispbicenient of 
l.S.OOO tiuis. These Ireniendons British 
vessels \\\\\ carry nothing larger than 
12-iiK-li guns. Their biitteries will cliielly 
he composed of these guns and T.i'i-iiK'il 
and fl-incli guns. The delerniinatioii to 
increase the bulk of tlie Iiattleships was 
only arrived at after much discussion 
for since the days of the Koyal Sover 
eigii, of 14,1.")0 tons, the Admiralty has 
been inclined to favor battleships of 
smaller displacement, of which the 
C'lnopus, of 12.!t."l) tons, is the best t.^ie. 
In tbr. meanwhile Uussia, I''rauce and 
.lajian have all bei'ii incrensing their 
displacements. Now Creat Britain steps 
ill witJi the Queen and the I'rince of 
Wales, to say nothing of the T.rt>ndon and 
the Formidable, both of 15,000 tons, now 
I'eariug completion.

"You will, of course, present yourself 
for re-election at the forthcoming muni- 
cipal election, will you not?"

" If re-elected," said His 'Worship, "it 
nliall bo my aim to amplify and continue 
the policy of civic progress which 1 
favored on taking up the reins of office 
lit the beginning of the year which has 
just closed. It \s exceedingly gratify- 
ing to mo to believe, as I do, that tBat 
policy has met with public approval; 
that it has resulted in the city being 
permanently benefited, and that there la 
an iibseiice of any disposition to com- 
plain of the manner in which municipal 
affairs generally have been conducted. 
It is very plwising to me to think that 
the feeling of confidence which I en- 
deavored to inspire in the community, in 
regard to Victoria's future has taken 
root, and that now not only our own 
citizens, but Coast people generally, 
recognize that faith in our city's ultimate 
greatness is v.-ell founded. 

"WIkmi seeking election as mayor of 
tlio city a year ago, I specifically men- 
tioned numerous public undertakings, 
which have been carried out, I think, 
in such a way as to meet general ap- 
proval. Ciller among those was tlie de- 
sirability of securing bettor transporta- 
tion facilities with the Mainland; and 
the council's action in the matter of the 
railway ferry project, which recently re- 
ceived- the endorsation of the ratepayers, 
Is, a n>nttBr for. congratulation. I have 
reason t6 believe that the scheme will 
prove to be one in the interests' of the 
city. r.L ie;v:;.-.,.i 

The necessity for the demolition of 
the many unsightly and unsanitary 
shacks .whldi.;Wpr<j,. a, menace,- to the 
public welfare and a blot'iipbn the city, 
led to a great nunibcr of those old build- 
ings being pulled down arid destroyed; 
and in their places there have arisen 
numerous brick blocks, which have 
added materially to the appearance Of 
rbe city. 

"I also favored liberal advertising on 
the part of the city, so that Victoria's 
attractions as a tourist and residential 
spot might become better known abroad. 
Tlie council made adetiuate appropria- 
tions for this imrpose, and I think the 
money thus voted will prove to have 
been wisely expended. 

"A considerable nuantify of paving 
work, both on streets aiid sidewalks, 
was carried out, and the results are 
highly satisfactory, 

" I favored also better ili-e jirotection 
for Victoria M'est. Tliis has be(Mi ac- 
complislied. and there i:i now a well- 
eiiuipped station at the western suburb, 
wlii(-h affin-ds ample protection for that 
section. 

"Much good work has been done in 
the direction of improving the cit.\' by 
the laying of macadam on the iuain 
roadways. Douglas and Covernment 
streets have thus to a considerable ex- 
tent been mode good thoroughfares. 

" The waterworks system has received 
an addition to its equipcont in the erec- 
tion of a fine pumping plant at' North 
Dairy Farm. This, I believe, will'.bc 
found to have been a wise expenditure', 
and will residt in the city always -hav- 
ing an adequate supply of water for all 
purposes." 

" The matters you have referred to, 
Jfr. Mayor, are in connection with the 
work of the past year. Ar^oug tlic pro- 
posed municipal undertakings for 1001, 
what do you consider as of chief import- 



"\\'ell," replied His Wor.ship. "I con-

-£rom. Alaskan ports last niglit, did not 
bring any news of the long*overdu9 
•«tcam sciiooner Tillamook, aa -was expoct- 
«cl. lustcud, she reported that tho 
^teauiiH- Aloha, on which, word was ex- 
pected to reach Juiieuu of the long-miss- 
ing craft, was also overdue, being over a 
week late at Juneau from Dutch Harbor 
■ and way i)ortH. Speculation is rife at 
-Juneau mid Sitlia over the delay of the 
Tillamooli, the prevailing opinion being 
that she must have met with an accident 
-KomewherL' between Valdes and Dutcb 
iiarbor, and it' indeed she has not been 
wrecked, has been put on the beach. Tho 
■delay o£ the Aloha is set down to the bad 
weather encountered of late in the North. 

Tho Cottage City was alongside the 
steamer Danube on Thutwday while th(^ 
Victoria steamer was repairing her dam- 
Jiged bow. The accident was not a very 
'fierioufl one. The steamer hud encoun- 
tered ice while steaming through Gasti- 
neuux channel, bomid north, as had the 
.steamer Dirigo. One of her [ilates had 
boon sioxc in and a couple of ribs brok- 
•en. The iiulc, whieh was not a large one, 
^vat^ about a foot above water line. Capt. 
l<\)Ot calculated on being able to coni|)let(> 
rei>iiii's; lie was putting a cement patch 
inside, that night, and the vei>-sel would 
rtbeu proceed to Skagway. She would 
mot be long delayed. 

The damaged City of Topeka was still 
ilyiug where she istrui k tiomo time ago, all 
eR'ortH to lluat her having been futile. A 
soutbeaster was prevailing when the Cot- 
tage City left Juneau, and in view of 
She severe weather, after she left that 
port, it is feared that the wrecked To- 
iH'ka may break np. After the recent 
jjffort to rai«' her, .■^omo holes \yere 
jjuuclied iu her hull below the engines 
when she wan let down again after tho 
I'aiiing of the pumps to lloat her. 

From Sitka the Cottage City brought 
ueWH that appreheiislua is felt there over 
the pro,speet of trouble with the luilians. 
Thoy are at outs among themselves, hav- 
ing; quarrelled over tribal right.s. Tho 
troops stationed at Sitka were i)rttrolling 
tho city each day, and the Imlians were 
•-3;ept to the ranchericH after nightfall. 

There were no passengers from Daw- 
tion, in fact, there were few pas.sen^'era 
from anj-ivhere. There were not more 
than 30 all told, half of whom were in 
-the steerage. The freight was not large, 
the Dsual shipments of bullion from 
Juneau not being brought down. All she 
bad was 150 tons of fish guano, consign- 
ed to Honolulu.

The steamer brought an average cargo 
I'f general Chinese and Japanese mer- 
chandise, of which 350 tons wore lauded 
at the outer wharf. .She had 50 passen- 
gers— 5 Europeans bound for I'ortland, 
41 Chinese for United States points, and 
2 Chinese and two Japanese for here. 

During tho voyage a lireinau was killed 
by an accident, an ash bucket falling 
upon him. 

After landing licr cargo, the steani(-r 
proceeded to the Sound this morning.

where Prince Ludovisi liviv;, iiH that of, 
Admiral the Duke of Genoa, her bro- 
ther. 

The palace is a modern building, the 
chief feature of which is a magiiilicent 
Htairciise, with a celebrated marble group 
111 the entrance of Orestes and lOlectra, 
which js supposed to have stood in the 
garilen.s of iSallnst, now beiongiiig to the 
Piombiuo-ljUdovisi collection. Above 
there is a good-sized entrance hall hung 
with antique tapestry, which opens into 
a deliciously wide white-and-gold corridor 
wliich runs the whole length of the pal- 
ace, p.ach wall decorated with long mir- 
rors, alternating with old family jiortraits 
set in as panelw, with hero and there a 
door, tho whole eet ofl by a red velvet 
carpet and innumerable varictiw of palms 
which grow so lu.xuriantly in Home. Out 
of tho corridor open many rooms, the 
chief of which is a gold-and-white hall- 
room, with Venetian cliaiiilelier, which, 
when lighted with electric light, slightly 
sliaiicil in iiiuk, gives an elTect of soft 
brilliance imiiossible to dtucribe. Thero 
ill also a red-and-golil drawing room, yul- 
low-aiul-golil and blue-and-gold saloiu-i, 
followed by the dining room, the clou of 
the whole. It is a Siiiiare chainbcr oi; 
palatial jiroport ions, with terra-cotta-col- 
oied walls and an iniiiieiu-e cliiiiiiie.v- 
piece of blai-k marblo veined with white. 
.\biive, as a frieze, is exi|iiisite tapestry 
representing hunting scenes in green., 
gray and white, adding an air of riehncscr 
and elegance to the apartment seldom at- 
tained In modern houses.

Tavo of them were one day 
unwing a Inrgo log with a long erossent 
saw, when a Naniiimo Indian came he- 
hind one of the men and nhot him with 
a rifle, the ball past^ing through his body 
and killing his companion at the fiamn 
moment, having got them both in line. 
At the time there were many Quoagwils 
at Victoria, that tribe being very 
FUllOXDLY WITH THE SONfiHEBS 
The news of the double inuri.jr reached 
tl em iu an incredibly short .space of time, 
in the same mauuer that the tjowh of 
other remarkable events has boon knowu 
to travel along the coast and be known 
to tho Indians long before the white 
men, witli their siteamers and telegraphs 
have learned it. The Quoagwils at once 
set out for Nanaimo in their canoes, giv- 
ing out at Victoria that they were going 
home. With them came many other can- 
oe loads of Quoagwils from farther, 
south, and tram amongst the islands at 
the mouth of the Sound. The murdered 
men were chieftains, or head men of thi? 
tribe, not common people. It was feared 
on thiri account that there -would be 
ioUH trouble, but an the (Juoagwils 
not indulge in any threat-s or make 
bocstih' denionstratioiiH, cv-eryone thought 
that they were really ginng lioiiu- to talk 
il all over and then e-niiilaiu to the gov- 
eininent to have the murilerers punished. 
Hut the time for that kind of course had 
not (|iiite arriveil in British Columbia.

There had been bad 
blood between those two clans, and fights 
Were of coiniiKju occurence.

Some Ilyilah Tuilians came 
around, as they often iliil when passing 
up or down the i-oasl. and mie of thorn 
stole the key of the utore-house out or 
the door, leaving the ollTeer in a line li.x. 
Calling the steward to mind the store 
Homo went down to the llyilfth eanip to 
trv to find the key. He spent hourM px- 
aiiiining the Indians, but was utterly 
biiflled. He returned to the stnre in very 
low spirilri. tliinlting thoro v,-nei no possi- 
bilitv of recovering the precious imple- 
ment. Shortly afterwards a llydab irirl 
came sliding into the stiu-e aii;l after a 
little he.sitnncv asked hua if he had lost 
the key of the place. The girl

>MR. DUNSMUIK'S MISSION. 

There will be general satisfaction over 
the manner in which the Times doall 
rwith 'Mr. Dunsmuir's visit to Ottawa last 
evening. The reference to cabinet recon- 
struction may bo overlooked in 'view of 
the very cordial manner in which it sec 
onds the Preniier'r-i plans. On the com 
position of a government there may reai-i 
onably be diffensnces of opinion at all 
times among those who are prepared to 
support a premier in his general policy 
No man or set of men has any prescrip- 
tive right to hold office, and it will bo an 
<!\ 11 day when the mouths of those, wha 
think changes in the personnel of cab- 
inets should be made, shall be stopped. 
At the same time it cannot bo justly said 
that Mr. Dunsmuir's colleaguoo are not 
conducting affairs for the best interests 
of tho province, nor that they do not 
command the confiilenco and support oC 
tho majority ot tbe house and country. 
To sny that changes wili undoubtedly ho 
made is only to concede that the govern- 
ment of British Coh-.mbia will bo in tho 
future as it haa been in the past, and as 
every government of every province of 
Canada and of tho Dominion has been, 
namely, altered from time to time, as ex- 
pediency shows is desirable. We think 
wo may say with confidence that neithei 
'Mr, Dunsmuir nor any of his colleagues 
is deceived by the notion that any one of 
them is essential to the welfare of Brit- 
ish Columbia or that they are entitled to 
icmain in their respoctivr places an hour 
longer than the people want them to. 

But there is no occanion to sponk abimt 
cabinet reconstruction. It in prcinMture 
altogether. Things are moving along 
very satisfactorily. Mr. Dunsmuir may 
be trusted to do what the interests of 
British Columbia require, and his col- 
leagues stand ready to second him iu v-ar- 
rying out any policy which he may regard 
06 essential. There is no good ground 
for tho claim that the influence of the 
goT eminent being exorcised in impro- 
per directions politicalls', nor for the in- 
sinuation that any of tho ministers are 
employing their positions to advaiiri' i!i 
welfare of either party in federal [>ulitics 
We repeat that we are much gratified at, 
the position taken by the Times in regard 
to tho Ottawa mission. It will have a 
potent effect at the Capital. 

Yesterdnj- morning Mr. Dunsmuir was 
waited upon by a committee of the Board 
of Trade in regard to sundry matterf; con 
nectod with his vi.sit to the East. All 
formalities were waived, and there wao 
a general talk over tho variou.s subjects 
that will be brought to the attention of 
the authorities at Ottawa. We have al 
ready outlined in a general way wh.-it 
these are, and tliere is no reason to go 
over tho ground again. It is sufficient to 
say that tbe committee found Mr. Duns- 
muir alive to all tho salient questions and 
tlctermined to use every effort to press 
them upon tlie attention of Sir Wil- 
fr'd Laurier and his colleasncs. 
Ho will present the aeveral questioiw in 
a business-like way, and if bo meetn the. 
kind of reception which the Tiaies antici- 
pates, he oui^lit to bring baclc^ ivitli him 
some very good news. All depends upon 
bow tho federal cabinet take his ropre 
sentations. The case of tbe province will 
be well and forcibly laid before them.

ciple of charity, using that word in its 
restricted me.'iniiig. 'J'lu're in neeil foi 
a greater degree of charity, ami nut Him- 
Illy of that (|Ualily which puts its hands 
in its pockets to lielji tlie needy, lint that 
wliicli 'Vpcaks of a man as it finds hiin." , , 
Do you know — but of course you know — | 
that there i« a great lack in this good 
city of Victoria of this kind of charity? 
Tlie Hpirit of backbiting, the spirit of dis- I 
tir.st, the Mpirit of what is meant by the 
Hliuig term "knocking" are altogether toa 
much in evidence. One looks for thi.s 
sort of thing in small country villagos"iii 
Ihe East, where people have lived in jv 
rut for three or more generations; but it 
is utterly out of ^ilaco in this pushing, 
growing, hopeful West, where there is 
room and to spare for all of us; whero 
ccch man can easily find scope for his on 
orgy and ambition, and where we tire all 
beginners in business or social eminence. I 
The amount of harm that is done by an • 
uncharitable word hastily spoken may re- 1 
quire years to efface it. Suspicion is 
easily planted in the public mind, and it 
is a noxious weed which lluuri.';l:es any- 
where. It is so eo^, when some no^' 
man is struggling to make his way, to 
say a few words which will deprive him 
of tho credit to whicli he is justly en- 
titled. It is such a simple thing, if an 
enterprise is set on foot, to kill it by rais- 
ing questions ns to the motives of its pro- 
jector. It is the easiest thing in tbe 
world to be a pessimist about everything 
that some one else proposcfs. We plead 
for. a broader bu.<;ines« charity, not for 
recklessness, of course, but for a readi- 
ness to admit that otber men may bo as , 
honest as we ourselve<?. I 

So also in politics. 'VhU iirovince li.as 
been greatly injured liy the iineliaritable- 
iiess of one party towards another. It is 
the cheapest of all kind of talk to get 
upon a public platform or write to the 
public press to cliarge .voiip opponents 
with dishonesty and cnrniptioii. Men 
who know the world will admit that, as 
a general proposition, one man is about 
as honest and straightforward

About ten years ago there were Ifss than 
:VX) white men living la the Congo I'^ce 
Htate. There were scarcely a merchant 
among tliein and only a few mlsslounrlcs. 
.Most of them were employees of the gOT- 
crniaeiit and they were engaged In explor- 
ing the new territory. In establishing and 
oriberliig stations and In training the na- 
tives for service as soldiers, boat hands 
and workmen. The proportion of deaths 
among them wa.s appalling and. with very 
few eiceptloiis, they were obliged, every 
two or three years, to take long furloughs 
in more healthful reulons. 

The latest statistics with regard to the 
whites living in the Congo b're- State show 
that about 1,100 are SC" lered ad over the 
State. The exact namber on January 1 last 
jear was 1,030. One-sixth of the entire 
number live at Boma, the enpllal of the 
State, 50 mllcs up the river, and a large 
part of them are In ch'jrBe of or are em- 
ployed In the public offices. About 200 are 
living at Matodl, 00 miles up the ttvcr, and 
most of them are In the transportation ser- 
vice; for MatadI Is the Starting point of tho 
railroad and the European steamers. There 
arc nearly as uamy white men at Staaley 
I'eoi as at Boma, for Stanley Pool Is the 
place where freight Is transhipped bo 
tween the railroad and the up-river steam 
ers; and here also are the shipyards, where 
the steamers are put together and repaired. 

A large number of state, commercial and 
missionary stations are now established on 
the upper river aad on Its tributaries far 
north and south ot the main stream. Thus 
over 700 whites are now living on the up- 
per river system above Stanley Pool and 
about -iOO of thorn are really In CcntrsI Af- 
rica, for they live from 1,000 to nearly 
•2,(KK» mllcs from the mouth of tho river 
.Tust about one-half of the white personnel 
are Itclglaiis and nearly all the loading na- 
tions are represented In the remainder. 

The Increase of whites In tho French Con- 
go ter-ltiirv la also very large. This large re- 
gimi is just north of the Congo Free State, 
and though it Is officially known as tho 
French Congo, an important part of It Is 
tributary to other streams flowing to the 
Atlantic or to Lake Tchad. On .Tanuary 1 
last T.'to whites were living In the French 
Congo, of whom nve-sevcnths were French. 
Tlicv ' are not so generally distributed 
through the country .is in the Congo State, 
fcr commercial and missionary stations are 
not yet widely distributed. The largest 
white population Is at Itrazzavllle, at the 
head of the navigation of the Ogowo river, 
several hundred miles ^ from the ocean. 
About one-seventli of IIil- white population 
are wonieu, wliicb Is a larger proport'lon 
Ihaii la the Congo St.Ue. 

A small hill steady stream of settlers 
Is flowing from Germany to Gorinnn South- 
west Africa. The statistics arc not very 
recent, but In 181)6 2,025 whites were living 
there, of whom 045 were women and chil- 
dren. Fifteen years ago there were very 
few whites In that part of Africa, hut It Is 
now forging aheiid faster ia Its develop- 
ment than any other part of the German 
I>ossesslons.

The Wild Man of Borneo 



Porey LouKliursJ, la 'Wide World MaKazlne. 

Itoruoo is comparatively little known. 
Although part of it is iu the liiinds of 
the Dutch, and part under the dominion 
of the fiinious Uajnli of Sarawak, most 
of this vast island is In the hands of na- 
tive rulers, who possess more or less in- 
dependent control of their country. . . . 
All have heard of the terrible orang-ou- 
tangs that are found in this and the 
i:eighl)oring islands; hut in the interior 
and the more remote parts of Borneo 
then' exists an atiinial which has been 
St en hut by Cow ICuropeans. To the na- 
tives—by v.'honi it is looked upon with 
terror— it is known us the "Mai-as," or 
"niiiii-monkey." . . . ]Marvellous are the 
stories told l)y the natives of the intelli- 
gence, strength, and cruelty of the "mau- 
inoiikey;" and these stories, extraordin- 
ary as they undoubtedly are, can no moro 
be dismissed with contemptuous disbe- 
lief than can be the now-proved stories 
respecting the African gorilla. . . . 

Captain Bywatcr had been captain of 
one of the trnns-Atlantie liners somi- 
years ago, and, leaving the shipjiing com- 
pany, had, in 1SS-1 been engaged to take 
command of a small steam yacht, iiwiichI 
by an Englisli gentleman, who, with a 
number of friends, intended taking a 
cruise of several months in and about 
^Malaysia. One of the party bad lu'ard 
of thu Mai-as, and it had 'been arrangcnl 
to try and secure a live speeinien for 
presiMilatiiin li> the London Zoo. An un- 
ovoiittul crniso of some wi^eks brought 
the yacht to Borneo, and. steaudng up to 
Sarawak, tlie I'^nglislimi'n iMudcil and 
"waited upon the Itajali, Sir Charles 
Brooke, to obtain his permission before 
setting out on tlio Mai-as-luinf. Perniis- 
sion to hunt was readily given; but when 
tlio Itajali heard of tlic object of their 
firojected expedition he became so in- 
terested tliat he detf ruiiiud to accom- 
pany them himself, and so, with lifty 
stalwart Malays as gnanls and an equal 
nunilier of Dyaks as heaters, the party 
sot out on their dangerous jonrn(>y . . . 

.\s they neared the locality wherein it 
■was supposed was the home of the >rai- 
as, tlu- Dyaks and Malays spread them- 
selves out in advance of tlio party of 
Knglislimen, beating the forest, and all 
the while keeping a sharp look-out for 
the dreaded nian-moidicy. All moved 
•with tlie greatest caution, and the keen, 
anxious faces of the natives showed that 
they considered the business in hand to 
b(? no child's pla.v. I'fesently a loud 
shout from one of th.? Dyaks brought tlie 
party up all standing, and with their 
fingei-s on the trigL'ers of their rifles (for 
there was no telling how the Mai-as 
might resent their intrusion) the Engli.slj- 
men advanced to where the native had 
perceived the hideous animal standing at 
the foot of a tree. Slowly the Mai-as 
began to climb tlio tree, in the lower 
boughs of which could bo seen his house, 
constructed of thick branches cunningly 
intcrl'acGd. ' Then began the trouble to 
induce him to descend, and if possible to 
drive him to the open country; for in the 
douse forest there w/is but small chance 
of surronndinc him and takinfir him ' alive, 
as the Englishman 'wished. Stones, clods 
of earth, and sticks were htjrled at him, 
und then he leisurely descended. As his 
ussailants hurriedly retired lie ronched 
the ground and disappeared along one of 
tlie forest paths. 

For lioiirs the party Collowi>d at a ro- 
si)ectfiil distance, until at last the Mai-as 
emerged from the forest into the open 
and made straight for a small jioud, with 
the evident intention of quenching his 
thirst. Silently and quickly the hunters 
spread themselves out betwen the pond, 
and the forest; and when the Mai-as, 
having drunk hi.s Qll, turned to go back 
home he saw his way barred. Then 
turning he made off at great Hpewl 
across the open. Hard at his heels came 
the hunters, until the Mai-as caught 
sight of a solitary palm tree not a mile 
away. Reaching it ho clinib(?d up, in 
.siiite of a slippery trunk and the ah- 
Bcnce of brnnches. About thirty feet 
above the ground the croatun^ stoiiped, 
and, holding on by his arms and legs, 
watched his pursuers, who, having treed 
4hcir gttme, wiu'e now engaged in discuss- 
ing liow to secure it. It was stiggested 
that the tree be cut down and tlie Mai-as 
secured as it fell, but no tools were at 
hand, and no one, moreover, felt at all 
Inclined ti> risk a hand-to-hand encoun- 
ter with the huge animal. At last it 
was decided that the rilai-as be induced 
(if possible) to descend from the tree, 
and then, after breaking his leg with a 
bullet to disable it, to attempt to stun it 
■by a blow on the head, and while insen- 
sible to bind it with strong ropes. It 
was by no means a satisfactory plan, 
hut tli(! Kngiishiiien were anxious to se- 
cure the brute, if pos.sible, alive. And 
no other method of doing so suggested it- 
self. This having been settled, the next 
move was to get tlie Mai-as down. There 
was iiolliiiig to throw at it; and accord- 
ing to the natives, its strength was so 
great that it would be able to remain in 
the present iiositioa for iin incalculable 
pericid. At length, tempted by a bribe 
of £1200, a young Malay offered to climb 
the tree, and by irritating the animal in- 
duce it to descend. . . . 

Brcathles.sly the onlookers watched the 
young man as, foot by foot, he crept up 
tile tree, until when within about eight 
feet of the Ma,i-as (who so tar bad show 
r'd no inclination to move) he raised his 
(veapnn and prodded the animal in the 
eg, wheroupoii the huge creature refeat- 
:'d higlier n]) Oio tree. The ^[alay crept 
after hiin. ami repeated his spear-thrust, 
iind iignin the Mnl-!is retreated, while 
the daring hunter followed liirn. .'Vfraid 
that the rreo would not hear his pon- 
derous weight if he went any higher — it 
alreniiv bi>giniiing to sway (ianger- 
nnsly — the r\rai-ns stopped and, leaning 
Jown, siretelied out one hand, !ind with 
I lightning-like in.'>vement grai'iied the 
ron spear-head. Then he eommeneed to 
pull, and hand over hand, hanging on 
iolel.v by his muscular legs, he coninieno- 
;d to haul up Ihi' wretched Jlalay, who 
n-as powerless, the blow-pipe being at- 
nched to his wrist by a strong leather 
hong. 

T^ittle hy little the powerful brute di'cw 
ill the man until, holding the blow-pipo 
ivith one hand, he Teaeho<l down wifli 
ihe other and wreathed his huge hand in. 



the thick, luxuriant hair of the miserable 
native, who, paralysed by fear, could do 
no more than jiaze at the savage face of 
his captor with terror-stricken eyes. 
Spell-bound with hoi-ror, the Englishmen 
below then saw the Mai-as with a single 
twist wrench the Malay from the tree 
and commence to swing his victim back- 
wards and forwards by the hair, chuck- 
ling all the time with fiendish satisfac- 
tion. Too fascinated with horror to use 
their rilles and slay the monster or else 
kill the man and put a merciful end to 
his sufferings, the hunters watched the 
wild man swinging the Malay faster and 
faster until, with an unearthly yell of 
devilish malignity, he hurled him down. 
The wretched man turned over and oyer 
as lie fell, and came to the ground with 
a heavy tliud that sent a sickening thrill 
through the hearts of the watcher.s. 
'I'hey rushed to the spot, but it was too 
late— the man was stone dead.

IX FOUR DAYS. 



;i Vetisel Ever Cross tli<' 
Tlial Time. 



Will a vessel ever crot« the Atlantic in 
four days'.' Will passengers ho willing to 
pay tlie extra fare that will bo necmsary 
to make such a vesKel pay?. Is the tour- 
dav liner a mechanical and financial pos- 
sibility? 

These questions are discussed in a re- 
cent issue of the Scientilic American, 
and they are all answered in the afllrina- 
tive. After a coniparisou of previonn 
type.? of stcamshiiis, the conclusion is 
reached that the Atlantic will be crosseil 
in four days by the liner of the near fu- 
ture, but that such a vivisel will have to 
ipi' built, f(n- reasons of economy, upon 
linos etJseiitially dilTerent from those cm- 
plo.vcd ill the "constniction of the fast 
Cunarders, or of the tleet runner of the 
North (ierinan Lloyd Company, the 
Deuti^chland. 

Economic considerations, according lo 
the antliority (pioted, have determined 
the lines upon which the steamships of 
recent year.s have been built. The retiult 
has been the evolution of two distinct 
types, illustrated by the Ivernia, of tlio 
Canard line, and tlie Dentwchland, of th 
.North Cerniaii Lloyd. Cost of conslruc- 
iioii and of oiieration increases at a far 
greater ratio than mere speed, and this 
consideration chiefly has delayed the ad- 
vent of the four-day liner. 

'l"Tie Dcutschland, for instance, could 
not be driven, by increasing her engine 
power, to so high a speed as would he 
iiicessary for the four-day boat, and it 
is ;^Jtiiiiated that if all the available space 
were given over to driving mucliiiiery, 
iier .-^liell could not accommodate moro 
than (ou'-lialf (d' tlii' power required to 
tiansform her from a twenty^hree knot 
10 a lliirt.v knot r^hip 

The limit of economical speed, it is 
concluded, h.'is nearly been reached with 
the present form of hull and motive jiow- 
er. To drivi> the Dcutschland thirty 
knots instead of tweut.v-three would re- 
(luire .S;f,000 liorKc power, or two and a 
quarter time« an luuch as shi; now has. 

Diagrams r>how the shell of the Deutseh- 
land could not accommodate more 
than one-half of the machinery necessary 
to produce that power by moans of Seotrli 
boders and slow r(!Volving engines. A 
very much larger boat would he required 
for the machinery and coal, while it is 
evident that a largi;r iioat would require 
more power to drive ii. 

luereiise in power needed, however, 
would not be directly projinrt iona! tn llie 
increase in displ.-icement, the lunger slii;i 
being, tin fur ton, easier to drive. 

It the four-day liner were built Ujion 
present lines she would lie a vest^el iloO 
feet long, of S7 feet beam .-inil U(l feet 
draught, displacing about 40,000 tons. 
Engines of 110,000 horse power would be 
re(iuired, anil even if tripple screws werel 
used, llie necessity of di'Vidoping ;i7,000' 
Iiort-ie power on eacli shaft would t-jtagger 
iho best engine builders. Forty-four 
double Scotch boiler.s would be needed, 
and during each day'ts run 1,710 tons ofi 
loal, costing .?7,700, would have t.o be fed 
itito the 352 furnnees. It would Tcqnire 
7,H0<) tons of coal to carry the vessel to 
I'i.vniouth, and 8,500 tons to Hamburg 
the cost of fuel alone being .'?:{S,(K)0. The 
shij) would need 0,.j30 tons of coal in her 
bunkers fur a single trip acrosH the At- 
lantic. 

Increased longitudinal strength wouhl 
lie re(iuircd to counter.act "reverse bend- 
ing strains." This wouM invoh-i' rini- 
uiiig a longitudinal stiffened bulkhead 
from k(Hd to promenade deid;, and prob- 
ably carrying steel plating \ip to the pro- 
menade deck. 

It is thought that such a vessel will 
never be built, but that the problem will 
bo solved not by multiplying engine and 
boiler weights, but by multiplying profl- 
suretj and speed and by utilizing ev(My 
refinement of economizers, superheater.s 
and feedwater heaters. 

The prediction is made that the four- 
day boat will bo driven bj; a combination 
of water-tube boilers using hot forced 
draught with fast running reciprocating 
engines using superheated Stenni. or with 
turbines of tlie Parsons type. Iteduction 
of weights and waving of space to .such an 
extent will be achieved by this el'.nngc, it, 
is contended, that it will be postiiblo to 
produce, on a displacement not much 
greater than that of the Deutechland, a 
thirty-knot steamer with equal accommo- 
dations for passengers. 

The four-ilay boat will carry no frei.s;ht, 
but there will be aecomniodalions for SOO 
liiwt-clas.s iiasMcngers, instead of for -loO, 
an on tile Dcutschland. The maximum 
receipts for a trip would be .S'22."),l)00 and 
the actual cost would be .'i!SO,000. The 
Dcutschland has earned $143,000 in fares 
on one trip at an expense of $00,000,

"l''e;,'i,'arly Corporation ot Dublin."

One of the most conspicuous llgures of 
the early part of the century was Daulcl 
O'Connell. While the duel he actually 
fi light has pn&scd out of the public mem- 
ory, yet It Is uot forgotten that he was 
cliaJleuged Disraeli, whom he had call- 
ed a "lineal di-seendaut ot the impeuiteut 
tl.li.'f." Uu tliat occasion he refused to 
liKlit. glvini; as his reason that he had al- 
ready killed a man iu a duel, aud had 
^;worll never to no out au'tiin. The circum- 
stance sin which this happened are as fcd- 
hnvs : 

111 a speech O'Connell had referred to th>« 
city fathers of the Irish eupltal as "the 
lie(;;:,irly corporation of Dublin." Une of 
Us members a .Mr. d'Ksterre took mortal of- 
fence ut this, and wrote O'Connell Imiulrluir 
It he were fairly reportcl a.s havlim made 
this Injiirieiis slatenien.. To which the 
liberator replied that he would neither 
avow nor dl.savow It. Mr. d lilfterre count 
lake It any w.iy be tliimk'lit proiier. lie 
went a ;;oi,,l ileal far'lier tbiiii this, for he 
wound up by leiiiarkluK that "ao expression 
wlilidi !a!i.','Mii,;e c.juld furnish was suffici- 
ent to coiive.> tl .' sentiments of contempt 
he had for that body"— to wit. the corpora- 
tion of Diihlin. 

The majority lu the council ot that city 
were Protestant, and at the time feellui,' 
ran very lil«H between the Roman Catho- 
lics and the rest of their couutrymen. This 
was one cause of the trouble, but perhaps 
another was that Irishmen were then, as 
now. extremely oombatlve, and always, to 
use the Amcrlcau phrase, spoIIIuk for a 
lltfht. Ireland was tho sceae of a largo 
nnniber of duels: two counties lu partic- 
ular. Gahviiy and Limerick, had ti ureat 
reputation lu this respect— the one with the 
pistol the other with the sword. 

A duel hotween O'Connell "nd d'Ksterre 
was Imiuedlately ou the cards, but flrst 
there was ■■.omo 'further correspoudence 
\vhlch led to nn.ch lll-fecllne. Both men 
were In Dublin at the same time, each . 
with a pa.';;e of partisans, and they salll- I 
ed forth Into the streets to seek each other, 
with a view, I linaj;lne. to make thincs 
generally lively. 'I'lie two piirlles did not 
Clime across each other, and after a little 
delay a duel was arrancod with the custoin- 
aiT formalities. Sir Edward Stanley sec- 
onded d'Ksterre, and a Major Macna- 
iiiiira pei-fDrmed the same offlco for O'Con- 
nell. The moetlne took place at Bishop's 
' onit. Kilib'r ■. some thirtoen miles out of 
Dublin, oil Februiiry 2, 1815. 

The duel was fixed for four o'clock In 
llio afternoon. O'Connell was on the ground 
h"lf an hour before the time; his opnoncuit 
did not turn up till nearly five. Both men 
ills|ilayed (he utninst coolness and true 
Irish couniKe. To each was clveu a pair 
of pistols, and then the seconds placed 
tlieni at the distance ngrood unon, D'Es- 
tree fired an Instant before O'ConucU and 
missed: G ConupH's aim was surer, for his 
bullet took elTect In hl.«! antagonist's thieh 
nlinnt an Inch below tho hin. D'Estorre 
fell to the ground, and the 'wound proved 
fatal.

A Boer commando retook those lines 
where those who died for us were lying, 
aud as they marched amonc our dead they 
saw a sergeant lyluK at full Icneth, »hOt 
lliromrh tlie brain, yet even In death the 
iiiiin looked like some flKhtlnc machine sud- 
deiiiy yoiio out of order. Ills rifle was 
pressed a^ab st his shoulder, bis left hand 
grasped t he barrel on the under side, the 
ferellngers of the rludit baud pressed the 
tii«-uer tlahtly. the barrel rested out iip^u 
a rock, aud his death-dullod eye still clared 
aloni; the slulits. for dissolution had come 
to iilm Just as he had bent his bead to fire 
at those who shot hlni. aud now bis bands 
biid stiffened lu tho nnhendable stiffness of 
eternal sleei). A Boer soldier saw the ser- 
geant as he lay, tiinl with rude hands 
grasped the rlfie b.v the barrel and tried 
to .lerk It from the dend mnn's crin; but as 
ho pulled he brought the rifle In line with 
dils own breast, and the uinleidlni,' flugcr 
on the trlt'cer did the rest, the ritio spoke 
fnim the dead man's hand, and the bullet, 
riasshiK tlirnuch the Boer's heart, laid him 
be>:ide the lirltou.

On the resumption of work in' th'.' 
public schools to-morrow, a niinilicr of 
important changes will cdiiii' into elTect. 

In the first place. In order to relievo 
the overcrowded conditii)ti of the Ceii- 
Iral, North Ward and Hillside schools, 
all childron living west of the middle line 
of Douglas street who belong to tirst 
and second primer classes, will hereafter 
be taught in the Rock Bay school; and 
all children of these classes now ntteini- 
ing the Centrnf school must attend iiie 
Spring Ridge school, provided they hw 
north of the middle line of I'nndora 
avenue. 

Of not less importnncp, however, will 
bo the inauguration of the now courses 
of study in both the high and elementary 
sdiools" Hitherto the department has 
never authorized a general carriculnni 
for either of these classes <if schools. 
The ninv departure will iiitrdiliice into 
the generiil wcu-k of education a degree 
of unity that Is necessary for the best 
results. 

The new cmnnion school course is con- 
spicuous for the emphasis it gives to the 
study of English, ospeciiilly in tlie form 
of compiisitioii. The necessity — or the 
opportunity — for nmre text-lioek inenior- 
izing. is greatly minimized. There are 
but three grailes— senior, intermediate 
.'iiid junior. Within these grades there 
will bo no formal proniotitin examina- 
tions. The children will not be com- 
pelled to change teiicherH as frequently 
ns under the old seven or eight grade 
svsteni, nor will any be compelled to 
"mark time" until the next promotion 
time eoiues round, as is inevitnl)le when 
such teacher has a half year, or whole 
year " limit," Kvery child will be nd- 
I vanced as fast ns in the judgment of tlu 
I teacher its individual interests refiuirr-.

It is divided into four grades — 
junior, inteniiediate, senior, and senior 
acaileinic, '.riie dcpartineiit will hold 
ex'.iiiiiiiatlnns iuid grant certiliciites on 
the standards set for these grades. Such 
certificates will be of value to tlie hold- 
ers, pro tnnto, whenever and wherever 
credentials of scholarship are called for. 
The department itself very consistently 
and very properly intends to rceognize 
these certificates in the cnso of appli- 
cants for license to teach in the proviflco. 
No further scholarship tests are to ho 
rei|uired of sucli applicants who are also 
liolders at, High school cortifieatos; but 
they will, of course, have to conform to 
certain professional requirements in addi- 
tion. 

The policy of the department in regard 
to ti'itchers who now hold second or 
third grade certilicalcs Is not yet au- 
niititiceil, I'li-Minialily some aiiieiidiiients 
to the School .Vet anil re.iriil.-itions of 
council, additional to those already pub- 
lislieil, will ;iil.-,iiteil during the com- 
ing winter, II limy be safely assumed 
tliiit siicli aiiieiidmetits will tie framed in 
such a vray as to be equitable to the 
teachers tiffected, and at the same time 
tend !o the gradual olovatinti of the 
standard of teaching in the province.

.Some dozen or more recent students 
nf the Victoria High school will be incni- 
bors of the first class of the provincial 
normal school which is to be opened to- 



morrow. Superintendent Robinson, -who 
will .(UrSBet the school as principal for the 
present term, leaves for Vancouver to- 
night. Inspector Wilson, on whom prob- 
ably the chief work of a purely peda- 
gogical character will for tlie present

Only the idiot spmids his 
money before he has it, and only the 
idiot 'nuder-valnes iiion(\v. Money is 
power, leisure, opporlnnily. But money 
is power, hdsure, opportunity only as it 
is spent The man who had sLspenci-, 
dec larcd glum old Thomas Onrlyle, was 
lord of all the earth to the extent of that 
sixpem e. True, but not while he k- pt 
the sixpence in his pocket, only as ho 
spent it. ■ , 

The spend lug Of money renulres dis- 
criniiiiatioii. Discrimination is tlie secret 
of happiness and usefulness in all life. 
Sidectiou is the keynote .to success, it 
is thero that a great heart and wise head 
gives manifestation of existence. A 
man's character can not be dc-enniued 
by the amount of money he make.-?, but 
by the use^to which he applies it. It 
not the number.' nntl amount of tlu? bank 
deposit 'ceriificotos which decide as to a 
man's- ■wisdomj.and real wealth, but the 



niiniber and amount and purpose of the 
chofiues lie issues. Liberality -0(]Uires 
discrimination or it degenerates Into 
reckless extra vaganco. It is not impro- 
vidence that needs emphasis for avoid- 
ance, but rather indiscrimination in ex- 
penditure. As any one can m.nke money 
to a greater or less extent, so anybodv 
can throw it away. Careful study and 
some prnctice are reqiilred to learu leiw 
to throw dollars in order to hit the right 
mark. 

The successful business man has found 
the value of spending money long lief, re 
he became successful. Indeed, success 
in biisinoKS is'foiinde.l unon iiberai!ty. 
In advertising, in salaries, in stor3 rent, 
in all the disbursnmotits which bring ricli 
returns, he has been liberal, sometimes 
ap]iareiitly to the verge of rocklofis ex- 
travagance. The result is shown, how- 
ever, ill increased business, in larger 
sales, ill additional prosperity. He s'lii- 
ply (iccided not that he must spend 
money, but that he must spend it wisely. 
The difference between the niei-ih.int 
]iriiice and the inorcaiitilo fa.ilnrc lies 
along here. The same principle holds 
good ill all branches of life. The price 
must be iiaid. 

Women are more i>conon>ical than men. 
The extravag.aiice of the (denial feniin-- 
ine lias always been a favorile jest of 
the |iaragraiiliists from .Too Miller to the 
hiht resiirrectist of jokes. It is really, 
however, all a jest. Man, who eominon- 
ly makes the money for the household, 
generally spends it more iirofu-^ely tir.tu 
wmniMi. and much less wisely. 'ine 
eciMiomist of the aviu'age lioiiv is roe 
wife and mother. She maki-.v a didlar 
go farther than a man does. Sh(\ has lo 
do it. The bargain counter ain>\\<ls to 
her not altogidher because of the shop- 
ping habit, but because of the (inaiicial 
necessity. The average man would have 
lliorc money at the end of tbe year if he 
placed his whole earnings in bis wife's 
hanils instead of a pittance for household 
]iurposes. The man priiotlccs economy 
ill large things, the woman In small ones. 
As there arc more smaii iiiiii[5s than 
large I'liu's 'met won lii t.".'- cbiirsp oi' a 
year's expenditures, so the man has few- 
er opportunities than the woman to prac- 
tice economy of his special kind. The 
man goes into a store and buys the first 
article which he comes to. or certainly 
the second or third. He siddoiu le.ives 
tbe store without iiurcbasiiig somi'thiiig 
and usually with litlle regard to the 
price. The woman regards herself dere- 
lict ill duty if she buys in tlio lirst store 
she visits. The salesninn woub] prefer 
one man as a custolUfr to a dozen WiV 
iij'uu. Indeed, it may bo said that there 
is m(.7<-' profit in one man who buys flilis 
readily to'iu ninety and nine wori'ion 
who wander Aroiiiul bargain counters 
and i-eiuaant sales. \ woiaan finds her 
chi(-r enjoyment in saving mono.v for 
months and then spending it in n single 
lamp. It is the reaction of extra vagauce 
from ecoiioiii.v. Tho man, on the con- 
t.iry, after foolish small oxponditures 
for money, denies him something of real, 
largo and permanent value — and sids 
himself down in his own opinion as prac- 
ticing economy. 

The spending of mone.v rcriuircs more 
care in small things than in large ones. 
The little foxes spoil the vines, the little 
leaks sink the ship. The man with an 
income of .'v.'idll a year has more rciison 
for (liscriniinatioii than the fortunate 
possessor of .'?."),00l). Iluinan nature us- 
ually acts difreroiitly. The nickels aro 
exiiendcd with iiiiudi less care and 
Iliouglit than the dollars. Thero is a 
superstitious objection to "breaking a 
bill," becauso small change slips througli 
tho i>ocket so easil.v. Not only is the re- 
\ (U'se of this behavior wise for iirudoutial 
and lu'ovident reasons, but for other 
causes. "Tak(> care of the pennies and 
I tho lionnds will take care of tlieinsclves" 
is n tiite proverb. 'The man who dis- 
criminates wisid.v in iittle tilings will 
have 111) dilliculty in spending aright 
large amounts. 

There are certain rich t'(dks and those 
less wealthy who wait until they aro 
dead to spend their money and then soiiio 
(Uio else s])oiids it for them. In this be- 
havior there is a certain lioggisiiiiess. 
Among animals all except thi! hog jios- 
s( .'ses some value while alive. The hog 
must be killed to be tiny account. So 
with boarders and lioklers of wealth, 
v.'cnlth. Such ]ieo]ilo, because of their 
inordimite sellisliness, nsuall.v drift away 
from the iilace in the other world whore 
gold is only used for coliblestoues and 
diamonds' for hinges nii the gates. An- 
drew Cariiegi!' lias said that a millionaire 
wild dies a iiiillioiiair(> dies disgrai!od, 
and Mr. Carnegie is endeavoring to avoid 
(lisgraciy by making constant gifts to 
various worthy obji^cts. There is belief 
that wealth is never owned, but merely 
held in trust. This belief causes the 
highest manifestation of tho art of mon- 
oy-ppeiidiiig. For be who • holds his 
money merely iu trust., as, steward will 
spend it that his stewardship miiy'be of 
wise accounting. It Is not 80 much what 
a man gives away (hat determlups his 
liberality, but what he keeps.' _ThO'Btcw- 
ardsbip theory would place nH'iat;the' dis- 
posal of.,thoife..AXho. need.. ^ There is no 
surer tesfc;'of iii.'gentleman thnt,;th(>, way 
ho spends his money. ' If he owes a ucbt 
he pays it gladly, never grudgingl.v. If 
he has only a dollar to spend ho spends 
it ne thoupgh he had a million. He o\xas 



his money and is never owned by it. The 
gentleman has money in trust and never 
his trust in money. 

Money is the least valuable of man's 
possessions, however lie count it clii'^f. 
I'aid out it may purcbaso happiness for 
others, temporary good and joy. ^Vitll it 
can be bought clothing for tie; nuked, 
food for the hungry, shelter for the 
homeless. It may build hospitals and 
asylums, schools aud churclioH,. roads' 
and harbors, aud all that makes the 
highway of life sm.iother and man's 
home more comfortable. Bat no money 
can purchase lovo though millions - are-, 
expended. And love is the greatest 
thing in the world. Money may. bnild 
mansions, but it can not cause swift feet 
to run across theinj" leaving sorrow be- 
hind. Money may . set a golden spire, as 
giant finger beckoning to a higher life, - 
but the heart of ihan in which he dwells 
always is unreached by tho beckonings. 

Man is'tt steed for service to all who 
need to be carried upward. He may 
justly expend upon himself only such 
sum as shall keep him well groomed for 
the long and arduous race. If tinsel 
trapping is added thereunto these are 
but iinpodinients in tlio race. Money 
bearded or selflfihly expended is weight, 
money spent is wings. It answers the 
purpost; of the hostler to put the animal 
man in best condition or it hamstrings 
him on the highway. Tho missi;eiit coin 
rusts itself and tarnishes all it tonchos. 
Covctousness, nieanost of till sios s.ive 
ingratitude, grows by mono.v holding. 

Th'« character of civilization is deter- 
miiieil by its use of mone.v. Cicero la- 
mented tli.at the Ktonial City jiaid out 
its coins for luxury and licontiousness. 
In Tasso's time the great artist 'who 
painted the Sistine chapel was ciirriod to 
his lodging place on the .shoulders of thn 
citizens who boiiglit the hairs of his 
brush at fabulous prices for mementoos. 
Ill the (lays of Isabella only she was 
found to pawn jew(ds for a new 'world'rt 
discovery. Here an.l tliere iiU through 
the (dvilizatioii of the present day havo 
risen men like Lord Shaftosbnry, who 
have used vast wealth for help of those 
most poor. These men and their deeds 
;ire tho oases in the desert of commer- 
cialism, tho wells of living water which 
satisfy the deep thirst Of human'ty ?or 
something more refreshing than tho 
golden sands. Tlie man who lets a dol- 
lar stand betwen htm and a new uml 
helpful past, between him and the drying 
of au orphan's tears, between him and a 
.noble deed of love ajd mercy, is n miser 
to th(> extent of that dollar. But he who 
spends a. penny to relieve distress, to af- 
ford joy, to make a child happy though 
but for a moment, is to that extent a 
plilbinthropist. . Poverty is always a 
letter of introdnction to his friendship, 
a letter of credit which he Inmors as 
long as his bank bali^nce is unspent. 

"Money talks" is a favorite phrase of 
the strelds. Did the coin which idly 
rests in the fiafe deposit vault have ready 
speecdi it would preach a sermon. It 
would toll of its coming fresh and sh'n- 
ing from tho mint, of its going over the 
counter to its first owner, of its slipping 
into a dark po(d;et, of its coming out 
with tho sunshine to gladden a cliild, to 
relieve a widow's distress. It would 
speak of its oniployniont in lifting debt, 
in providing food, in making a great 011- 
terpriso possible. While it moved around 
its coming always did good. Who is 
now helped by it in hiding? It turned 
tlii> wheels of cmiinierco, unlocked the 
debtor's iirison house, unbarred the win- 
dows and let in the sunshine of pros- 
perity. All this when the coin was ex- 
pended. 

The people of ancient faith brought a 
certain proportion of their wciiltli to tho 
priest who placed it in tbe temple as altar 
gold. Tho world may learn this lesson 
(if the use and obligation of money. Tt 
is all altar gold, to bo hold in stowardr 
ship for the demands which (Inircli and 
sdiool and state and humanity's lifo 
inako upon it. Only in this way is 
money of its largest value. 'The man 
who iins a penny owes an obligation to 
every othov man in tho world to thi? cxr 
tent of that penny. Ho who Ims a inn- 
lion dollars has no diiTerent ohhgation, 
but only a larger one. 

yoboiiv iiei"'-' Ui.lvic'j upon ,ui<nry- 
gotting. Tho constant clamor of busi- 
ness is lespou iieriiotual upon this sub.- 
ject. Nobody noe(,U advir? upun m'mey-' 
keeiiiiig. Tlio hoarding habit is strong 
in humaiiity. Nobody needs advici^ to 
s)iend luoifey selfishly or recklessly or 
with undue extravagance. Tlunmn na: 
true teaches this lesson every working 
hour. Hut there i-i need of fro.iaout ex- 
hortation to spend money wisidy 'lUfl 
with liberal hand. Every W(unan is a 
miser at heart aud man is tho son of his 
mother. Rpeuding money is not human 
nature i>ut divine. God is the yrent. 
spendthrift, i^*^ i^* ''iboritl with nir and 
sunshine, witli rind fiiid rain .ind dew. 
He fills tho earth vr-tli soil fltul j/recious 
stones. He stores the sky with rtrlll ami 
stars. Ho gives lifo to all his chi dro.o';.. 
nof a starved and pinched and f.imished 
exisfencc, but lifo more abundantly. 

To acciiniiilato wealth is a virtue. 'Tho 
gosjx'l of thrift is a g'enuiiie gospid. 'J o 
be owned bv tho accumulated wealth, 
small thoilgU it be, or great, is a vice. 
Only he -who spends really has what he,, 
spends.
